NOTE: the scope of the claims has been changed and new claims 71-80 have been added, requiring additional 
consideration and search. It appears that Applicants do not have support for amending claim 36 to recite "95% identical to SEQ ID 
NO:49" (see Ofice action mailed July 14, 2004, page 4). Furthermore, as amended, claim 36 does not limit the entire F-box protein by 
structure (see Office action of 7/14/04 and Applicants' Remarks 9/28/05, page 7, last paragraph). Therefore, the 112, 1st paragraph 
rejections would be required. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As stated above, the amendment does not 
appear to overcome the 1 12, 1st paragraph, rejections. The 112, 2nd paragraph rejection is not overcome because claim 49 does not 
recite "the papilomavirus E2 protein" but "E2", for example. Futher, while it is clear that "p" stands for "polypeptide" or "protein", it is 
unclear why some proteins are marked and some are not. In addition, GenBank Accession numbers exemplifying some proteins. are not 
cited in the specification. With regard to the 102(a) rejection over Kumar, the possibility of it conversion to 103(a) should be considered 
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
